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(54) Title: BUS BAR FASTENING AND CONTACT DEVICE 
(57) Abstract: 

Fastening and contact device (1) to be mounted on a plate (2) provided 
with bus bars, said device comprising a sleeve (5) and a ring (6) to be mounted 
through an opening (3) of the plate. The sleeve comprises shoulders (7) that 
come to rest on a first side (4) of the plate, while the ring slides along the sleeve 
until it comes into contact with a second side (10) of the plate. The plate is 
clamped between the sleeve and the ring when a tightening means (13) 
cooperates with the sleeve and a complementary device (14) to which the plate 
is connected.
